Our  aim  is  simplicity.  Too  many  Automobile  Route  publications  attempt  so  much  that  in  the  effort  to  be  “ complete  ” they  become 
“ confusing.”  Many  years  of  motor  travel,  and  the  observations  of  others,  lead  us  to  the  opinion  that  once  out  of  the  confusion  of  a city’s  streets, 
on  the  broad  highway,  the  need  is  less  for  the  detailed,  must-be-closely  followed  printed  word  comments  and  instruction  of  the  path  itself,  but 
rather  the  need  is  for  the  accurate  knowledge  that  the  road  to  town  A and  thence  to  town  B is  of  automobile  goodness,  and  that  it  proceeds  via  this 
and  that  village;  this  or  that  side  of  the  lake  or  mountain,  with  crossing  railroad  or  paralleling  trolley  line  as  a check  on  location.  Thus 
is  one  free  to  carry  out  their  original  purpose  — to  see  the  country  — • with  this  instruction  book. 

We  believe  in  Road  Maps  for  the  use  of  the  tourist.  Such  show  all  necessary  information  of  the  route,  as  well  as  the  surrounding  country 
near  and  through  which  they  pass.  If,  as  with  a map,  one  sees  that  they  are  to  pass  within  a few  miles  of  a well  known  and  picturesque  lake,  or  a 
historic  hamlet,  or,  by  the  passing  fancy,  seek  to  go  “ across  country,”  the  Road  Map  is  the  best  aid  for  this  free  lance  mode  of  travel. 

Then,  too,  many  a tourist,  though  with  a definite  objective,  may  elect  to  take  such  roads  as  are  less  frequented  by  the  rapid,  dust-whirling 
motorists  who  use  the  much  advertised  highroads,  and  to  such,  the  general  Road  Map  is  indispensable.

An  intelligent  use  of  the  RED  ROAD  BOOK  requires  familiarity  with  the  “signs,”  as  printed  below.  Sectional  plates 
run  from  west  to  east,  tier  over  tier,  starting  with  New  York  City.  The  figures  outside  the  corners  of  each  plate  give  the 
numbers  of  contiguous  plates. 

Street  maps  of  all  principal  cities  and  larger  towns  are  constructed  with  the  viewpoint  of  simplicity  and  directness.  Side 
and  unimportant  streets  are  eliminated.  The  main  and  named  streets  only  are  shown.  If  a trolley  runs  on  a street,  the  com- 
bination is  given  in  accordance  with  the  sign  table  below.  Adjacent  or  abutting  the  main  streets  thus  shown,  are  located  fixed 
buildings  and  conspicuous  landmarks,  which  will  enable  the  autoist  to  check  up  the  correctness  of  his  travel  through  the  city. 

An  index  of  cities  and  towns,  with  a reference  as  to  the  sectional  plate  on  which  they  may  be  found,  is  given  in  the  RED 
ROAD  BOOK. 

The  RED  ROAD  BOOK  is  compiled  from  United  States  Government  Surveys,  official  local  surveys,  and,  also,  from  original 
sources.  We  render  our  hearty  thanks  for  all  assistance  given  the  publishers  of  the  RED  ROAD  BOOK,  by  city  engineers 
and  others  who  have  contributed  their  advice  and  local  information  in  the  make-up  of  the  various  parts  of  the  RED  ROAD  BOOK.

CITY  MAPS 


The  city  maps  shown  in  the  RED  ROAD  BOOK  arc  distinct  and  unique  in  plan.  By  the  absolute,  elimination  of  all 
secondary  and  unimportant  (to  the  autoist)  streets,  we  show  the  direct  thoroughfares  upon  which  one  enters  the  city,  through  which 
one  proceeds  to  make  their  proper  exit.  Here  and  there  along  the  streets  are  certain  landmarks  of  such  distinctive  character  as  are 
readily  identified  from  the  map,  thus  serving  to  “check  up”  one’s  location.  On  departing  from  the  city,  one  learns  from  the 
city  maps,  the  mileage  to  the  principal  points  toward  which  the  streets  start  them.
